CAMPBELL RIVER — ‘There was no warn¬ 
ing at all. We came out of the clouds and there 
were the trees, all around us. 

“We went bump, bump, bump, like a man go¬ 
ing downstairs, then spun around and a sheet of 
flame came down the aisle." 

Campbell River lawyer A1 Lazerte paused and 
looked around the lobby of the Campbell River 


hospital. Two hours earlier he had been a passen¬ 
ger in the plane that crashed. Five or six other 
passengers who, like Mr. Lazerte, didn’t appear to 
have suffered more than a shaking up, were walk¬ 
ing around the lobby. 

Mr. Lazerte pointed to one of them. “He was 
fifst out,” he said. 

He was pointing to Jim Beatty, a Vancouver 
mechanic. 

Mr. Beatty said he ran to the emergency door 


and opened it. Mr. Lazerte followed him, then Mar¬ 
garet Hemphill of Oakland, Calif. 

Meanwhile, other passengers were trying to get 
the regular back door opened, but it was jammed. 

“I gave it a heave with my back,” said Wray 
Compton, a Campbell River millworker. “One of the 
stewardesses was trying to get it open, and I just 
pushed over her. She was afraid I would step on 
her. The door gave, I jumped out and hauled her out 
after me. 


She was followed by Guy Young, a Gold River 
millworker, and Nils Westahagen, a Vancouver 
marine mechanic, Mr. Compton said. 

“Once we were out,” Mr. Lazerte said, “there 
was a small explosion and the plane just burned up 
in front of our eyes. There wasn't anything we 
could do to stop it.”

New Look at Wheat Needed 


I N ITS PEEK into the next five yetra, the Econom¬ 
ic Council at Canada has produced very Bttlr that 
waa not already known to the average intelligent 
Canadan. What it has done however is to straw 
the Importance at a number at economic problems, 
and In some cases to suggest what might be done 

about thrift. - - 

Into this category comes wheat The Economic 
Council d e s c ri bes the wheat export position as a 
*> 6 x 7 serious economic situation” and one that 
may not be basically temporary. 

Only a few years ago wheat was Canada's 
largest and most valuable export As the country 
has developed the perce n t a ge of exports attributed 
to wh ea t has declined, but even so a year ago it 
was still running in fourth place to newsprint, 
automobiles and auto parts. 

This year it has slipped into eighth place with 
petroleum, lumber, pulp, and other motor vehicles 
overtaking 1L Of all exports from Canada in the 
first seven months of the year $302,832,000 out of 
a total of $ 8 ^ 208 . 010,000 came from wheat — only 
3 per cent of the total. 

The Economic Council says that exports of 
wheat up to 1975 may not be any higher than the 
most recent levels. As three provinces look upon 
wheat as their staple, the problem of declining 
demand for wheat cannot be treated lightly or 
cavalierly by the government. 

Prime Minister Trudeau won some acclaim for 
his hanS-ooaed talking with farmers on Us Prairie 
trip last summer, but it was little more than a 
slanging match not calculated to ameliorate the 
situation. 

The Economic Council suggests that Canada 


should do a tailoring job on its wheat customers. If 
high-grade, hard grains — for which the prairies 
are famous — are not wanted, then surely some of 
the strict planting restrictions on high-yield, lower- 
cost, lower-quality wheats should be lifted. 

The apparent refusal of the U.S.S.R. to honor 
its IQGfi throe-year contract to buy 9,000,000 tons 
of Canadian wheat, which has run out 3.800.000 
tons short of the bargain, has worsened the situ- 
* ation, for it appears there is little Canada can do 
to force the Russians to take the remainder that 
they no longer require. 

There is some suggestion that if the grain 
farmers turned their attention to feed grains, and 
used the product to produce beef and other protein 
foodstuffs, their marketing problems might, at 
least in part, be resolved. 

But the -shortage of and world demand for 
beef and other meats makes little appeal to the 
modem mechanized farmer. Production of live¬ 
stock means day-by-day care, hard manual slogging 
and recurrent maketing problems. 

The farmer, who can handle his grain crops 
while working only a few summer months, and 
make enough to spend the winter in some less 
rigorous climate is not a willing convert to the 
rigors of mixed farming. 

Yet the indefinite continuation of over¬ 
producing a commodity that is not in wide demand 
cannot be tolerated. The fertile lands of the 
Prairies—and they are productive for little else 
but agriculture in some farm—are far too valuable 
in a population-exploding world to be allowed to 
remain fallow.

Trudeau Playing the Role of King Canute 
Hopes to Halt the Rising Tide of Costs 


‘Remote Presence’ Canada’s Role 


AN ADA IS MORALLY BOUND to assist, in 
V- one way or another, with the defence of the 
Western world and to the same proportional extent 
as its friends.” 

That Is the opinion of Senator Stuart 
Symington, a Missouri Democrat and member of 
the senate foreign relations and armed services 
committees. 

This is a perfectly valid conclusion, one shared 
by many Canada ns and consistently maintained 
by this newspaper. 

Senator Symington only observes the obvious 
whan ha says that Canada hap been a. willing 
participant in United Nation peacekeeping 
actions, but has been rattier “leas willing than the 
United States" to look at her Involvement In 
European defence as crucially significant. 

The senator seems to assume that Canada 
Intends to continue in the role of defender of the 
United Nations faith while reducing to a minimum 
her contribution to the North Atlantic Treaty 
alliance. 

This is borne out to some extent by reports 
from Ottawa of a pending announcement, possibly 
next week, at reduction erf the strength of the 


NATO brigade in Europe to about half Its present 
strength of 6,000 men and speculation in Canadian 
’army circles that it may finally number no more 
than 2,000. 

At the same time it is hinted that the four 
Starflghter squadrons in Europe, now nuclear 
armed, will be phased out of service, and that they 
will immediately abandon their nuclear capability. 
There Is a further suggestion that in future 
Canada's contribution to NATO air strength will 
ite no more than a small reconnaissance group. 

This is no morp'than educated guesswork, to 
be sure, but it is brkeeping with the policy of Mr. 
^attudeau’s government to cut defence spending as a 
priority. Economy, rather than a calculation of 
preaunt and future needs, is the guiding principle in 
Ottawa’s military planning. 

Sad to say, Senator Symington's assumption 
that Canada will accept tip moral obligation to 
share “proportionately" with her friends the 
defence of the Western world, is not supported by 
the facts. The best he, or Canadians, can expect is 
that this country will serve as a “remote 
presence,” as it is euphemistically termed, in 
support of its NATO allies and of the United 
Nations.

Young users of marijuana 
ootne Mo contact with heroin 
peddlers because the law 
pushes them together. Rev. 
Ted Kropp. Protestant chaje 
lain at the Matsqui Institution 
for Drug Rehabilitiation. said 
Ui-dnesdoy. 

"The worst effect of the 
(.resent law on marijuana is 
that it makes law-breakers 
out of young people and 
brings them into contact with 
real criminals." he said. 


Mr. Kropp, a proponent at 
group therapy methods as an 
approach to the problems of 
drug users, was speaking at a 
public meeting sponsored by 
the Couples' Club of First 
United Church, Quadra and 
Balmoral. 

He added that he was not 
sure legalizing marijuana was 
the answer. 

“We are going to have to 
evolve • society capable of 
handling legalized drugs, with 


all the poasible consequen¬ 
ce*." he said. "We are a lung 
way from It,now.” 

He said it, seemed every 
society needSd a socially- 
accepted drog. and for thou¬ 
sands of years widely differ¬ 
ing socrities had accepted 
alcohol. 

"M a r i j u a na has hren 
around just aa long aa alcohol, 
but it’s interesting to note 
tha! it has never been a 
socially-accepted drug. Maybe 


there’s a good reason for 1 
that," he said. 

Drugs, of whatever kind, he 
called “chemical substitutes 
for growing up. for finding 
ourselves." 

The problem in Canada is 
rapidij griming, especially on 
the West Coast. He said 
Montreal had one drug addict 
for each 5,000 of its popula¬ 
tion. Toronto one for each 
3.700 — and Vancouver one 
for each 300.

1 don't want this column to sound like an obituary but, with 
no Palmer in the American Ryder cup team this week, it is an 
appropriate moment at least to pay tribute to this astonishing 
golfer. 

I do so not so much because I was a close colleague of 
Palmer's on the tournament circuit, for he was not a hail-fellow- 
how-are-you. But rather because I have a great respect for 
men who have raised the status of the professional golfer.

The photo 
clearly showed a two-tool 
tribesman with feet not unlike 
those of an ostrich. 

"1 know of two of them at 
Kanyemba. One is seen fairly 
regularly near the airstrip. 
They are shy, expert trackers, 
and their tribe lives in the 
Mill between Kanyemba and 
the Ctiewore River,” said 
McLean.

Pompidou 

Gets*-

PARIS (UPI) - President 
Georges Pompidou warned 
Wednesday he would promptly 
crush any attempt to turn 
Prance's mounting labor trouble [ 
into a subversive movement I 
against the regime. 

The 56-year-old chief execu¬ 
tive told his cabinet that 
"republican order" will be 
maintained at all cost. 

T h • president's comment, 
made public by information 
minister Leo Ham on, appeared 
directed at George* Seguy, 
secretary general of the com¬ 
munist general labor confedera¬ 
tion. 

NEW BLOW 

Seguy said during the week¬ 
end that Pompidou would not 
serve out his full seven-year 
term and that a big strike wave 
might deal a new blow to the 
Gaulllst regime. 

Referring to "certain people" j 
who allegedly sought to use the 
strike as a political weapon 
Pompidou said, "I warn every¬ 
body of the firm determination 
of the authorities, and in ; 
particular of the chief of state, j 
to ensure that in all ciroum-j 
stances the law will be respec¬ 
ted and republican order main- i 
tained." 


: But as of July 31 last, when 
the three-year period provided 
in the agreement ended, the 
Soviet Union had taken only 
301.000,000 budbek. 

The Soviet government main¬ 
tains that tha agreement re¬ 
printed only an intent to 
purchase not strictly limited to 
a specific period of time. 

A government spokesman said 
Wednesday in denying unofficial 
reports of default, that talks 
with Canadian wheat authorities 
on further purchases will be 
held in the fall. 

Canada has not declared the 
agreement in default. Its offi¬ 
cials expressed hope in Ottawa i 
■ this wwlytlut the Soviet Union! 
will eventually take the full I 
amount provided for in the 1 
agreement. - - . - I 

SOME CONCERN 

But the delay has caused 
concern in Canada, which faces 
a loss of sales estimated at 
I $250,000,000. The latest interpre¬ 
tation of the agreement has also 
l raised some doubts about Soviet 
commercial integrity, after the 
I Kremlin for years claimed iti 
I never went back on a deal. 

The agreement was entered 
Into after toe Soviet Union went 
through years in which it was 
unable to grow enough wheat to 
meet its own needs. The “pro¬ 
longed failure, which forced 
embarrassing purchases abroad 
j and expenditure of precious 
foreign currency, figured In the 
, I fall of Nikita Khrushchev, as 
. premier. 

NEW LEADERS 

The new Kremlin leadership 
apparently wanted to protect Its 
political position by ensuring an 
adequate wheat supply for a 
long period. 

But starting in 1966, the year 
of the agreement, grain har¬ 
vests betah reaching record 
levels. Even this year, plagued 
by bad weather, the harvest Is 
expected to be only about 5 per 
cent less than in 1968. 

The result was that Canadian 
wheat became less necessary 
and purchases fell steadily. 

Now, according to available 
information. Soviet storage 
facilities are taxed to the 


utmost. That would mean there 
is no place to put more 
Canadian wheat even if the 
government decided to buy to 
protect its commercial reputa¬ 
tion. 

Such a decision does not seem i 
likely within toe near future. 
Soviet-Cahadian talks are not I 
expected to start before No- 1 
vember when the Kremlin 
knows definitely the amount of 
this year s Soviet harvest. mOre 
time will have to pass before a 
deal, if any, is doncludcd and 
shipments start. 

Canada apparently has no 
real choice but to aocept the 


situation and hope that the 
Soviet government will even¬ 
tually take the full amount 
mentioned in tha 1966 agree¬ 
ment. 

The agreement was signed l 
between two ostensibly non¬ 
governmental agencies, the 
Canadian wheat board and a 
Soviet trading body called Ex¬ 
po rtkhleb, and lacks treaty 
force. It also lacks the detailed 
specifications of prices, delivery 
dates and other similar matters 
common to a regular commer¬ 
cial contract. And no penalties 
are provided for failure to fulfill 
term*.

Spiritual poverty is e 
quality Christians should seek 
to develop at the saane time 
they work to eradicate mater¬ 
ial poverty. Stater Lfaa Geu- 
dette of Edmonton told mem¬ 
bers of the Catholic Women’s 
League in a tworkshop Wed- 
neaay. 

Material poverty b easy to 
recognize — it hurts, it’s not 
very attractive, so people 
want to get it out of the way 
and try to forget about It, 
Sister Una said. 

But spiritual poverty b a 
"credit to Christian matur¬ 
ity/'. Willingness to adopt 
spiritual poverty It a credit to 
the Christian personality, she 
said.

Sister IJna, a co-ordlnator 
of adult education in Edmon¬ 
ton, spake at the 49th national 
CWL convention in the Em¬ 
press. 

The more a person has 
received in health, intelligence 
and p erso na lity, the more she 
has to give, Sbtar Una said.

1 and I must say I am a fan. If TV has done nothing else 
hut invent Judy Came since I’ve been away, that’* 
achievement .enough."

they are fat. oval lltde growth buds 
situated in the top al an underground, 
root-like stem. 

If you are breaking up an old patch, 
you'll have far more of these pips than 
you can use, so It pays to he 
discriminating. Save only the really 
plump ones, consigning the small, 
weedy material to the compost heap. 

Just as in planting strawberries and 
in potting African violet?, a very 
common mistake with lily-of-the-valley 
is to set the plant In the ground with 
the roots all massed together and 
pointing straight down in a narrow 
planting hole. The masa of roots should 
be fluffed out with the fingers and 
spread out almost horizontally. The 
roots themselves can be fairly well 
covered, but the pips on top should be 
just below the surface.

Another good place — where no 
woodland is available — Is the north 
side of a fence or house wall, with the 
open sky above. Not that the lily-of-the- 
valley Insists upon shade — it will grow 
and bloom perfectly well in full sun 
providing they get enough moisture and 
an annual mulch of sifted leafmould cr 
old manure to keep the roots cool. 


While I have always had the greatest 
admiration for Hly-of-the-valley, both foe 
Its delicacy of bloom and far its clean, 
refreshing fragrance, I vary much 
prefer to have it growing ia somebody 
rise's garden rather than in my own. 

The plant doesn't remain in bloom 
long enough to justify its use where 
garden apace is at a premium; 
moreover, the thing is an Incorrigible 
gate-crasher — as invasive as mint, and 
almost as pushy as Snow-in-summer. It 
will even spread into the lawn, given 
half a chance. 

Every plant has its place, though, 
and if you have a wild garden or a bit 
of woodland where the plants can 
ramble and spread to their heart’s 
content, you couldn’t make a better 
choice than lily-of-the-valley. And early 
toll is the best time to plant the pips.

For best 
results, this surface mulch should be 
topped up every toll with a little fresh 
material.
